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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . In response to applicant's arguments filed 2/9/04, the examiner points out that 
even though Kishida et al. is also directed toward an ophthalmic apparatus (col. 1 1 lines 
20-30), the recitation "ophthalmic apparatus" has not been given patentable weight 
because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded 
any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended 
use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble 
for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to 
stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. 
Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1(b) because they amount 
to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically 
pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references. 

Applicant's amendments filed 2/9/04 have overcome the previous rejections 
under 35 USC§112. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 16 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kishida et al. 
'658 of record. 

The applied reference has a common assignee with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

Kishida et al. teaches an ophthalmic apparatus including illumination means (21- 
26); a CCD sensor (61 ) for taking an image; display means (56); and signal processing, 
position determination and auto tracking means (65-67). Kishida et al. also teaches 
normalizing, or comparing to a reference, the image signal (fig. 9, col. 8 lines 15-18) 
when it is determined that a condition such as a blink is not taking place (fig. 14, col. 10 
line 62 -col. 11 line 19). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 17-21 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
